The Iraqi spokesman said six 
missiles-were fired at Tehran 
overnight and -today, the last at 
1.40 pm (1040 GMT). 

Vowed 

Iraq has hit the capital with 
about. 30 missiles since Monday 
with the declared sum of making 
Iran accept ; United, Nations 
ceasefire resolution 598 adopted 
last July. " 

Iraqi leaders, .after a meeting 
today chaired by President Sad- 
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dam Hussein, vowed the attacks 
would go on. 

. “Our missile force will con- 
tinue its legitimate deterrent 
operations to serve the cause of 
durable peace, which can only be 
achieved by acceptance by the 
Iranian regime of resolution 
598” they said in a statement 
.issued after a joint meeting of the 
Revolutionary Command 
Council and leaders of the ruling 
Baath Party. 

“A durable peace will only be 
achieved after Iran's abandon- 
ment of its aggressive policy and 
acceptance of the resolution 
that is the only clear way for 
peace, security and stability in 
the region,” the statement said. 

It said the “continuation of 
deterrent blows is a vital punish- 
ment for that criminal and 
bloodthirsty regime.” 

Iran said today's missile 
attacks killed at least 19 people 
foDowing the death of at least 35 
on Friday. 

The attacks took Iran's 
casualty toll in the '"war of the 
cities" winch erupted a week ago 
with anlraqi air raid on Tehran, 
to 130 dead and more than 260 
injured. 

US helicopter

When the 21 -foot fishing boat 
sped towards the frigate’s star- 
board sideyesterday off the coast 
of Dubai, sailors took careful 
aim at the intruder with mounted 
machine guns and a grenade 
launcher.

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati sent a telegram 
to the International Committee 
of the Red Cross in Geneva, call- 
ing on the humanitarian organ- 
isation to help end the Iraqi mis- 
sile attacks. 

The Iranian agency quoted 


Velayati as requesting lhaL the 
Red Cross send fact-finding 
teams to the bombed residential 
quarters in Tehran. 

The United Slates said last 
night it finds no change in Iran's 
policy on ending the Gulf war 
based on Tehran's laLesL letter to 
UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar. 

After a study of a letter dated 
Feb 28, a spokeswoman for the 
US mission.

Bomb blasts at Dhaka rallies 

New polls will be 
held in 45 districts 

DHAKA, March' 5, CAP): A 
series of 


bomb blasts sent 
thousands of people at opposi- 
tion rallies fleeing for shelter 
today, while the Election Com- 
mission announced fresh vic- 
tories for the ruling Jatiya Party 
in parliamentary polls. 

Reporters covering the rallies 
in -the capital's Main Square 
heard at least eight explosions in 
quick succession just minutes 
alter an eight-party opposition 
alliance denounced the balloting 
in which President Hossain 
.Mohammad Ershad's Jatiya 
Party won a landslide majority. 

“We have no report of any 
‘ injury from the explosions,” said 
a police officer on duty at the 
Main Square where the two 
rallies were held. 

Unopposed 

No one claimed responsibility 
for the blasts. 

With results in for 226 for the 
229 seats up for election, the rul- 
ing party had won 199, including 
IS in winch party candidates ran 
unopposed because major 
opposition parties boycotted the 
balloting. r 

A coalition of 73 minor parties 
won 1 3 seats, while independents 
got 1 2. Two ocher smaller parties 
won one seal each. 

The Election Commission, 
meanwhile, said it had ordered 
new balloting in 45 districts and 
votes recounted in nine other dis- 
tricts because of fraud and 
violence. It did not give a date for 
the new polling. nor the vote 
recount. 

At the rallies called to protest 
Thursday’s election, top opposi- 
tion leaders Sheikh- Hasina and 
Begum Khaleda Zia said the peo- 


ple would not accept the results. 

“Since the people did not vote, 
the entire exercise has been 
meaningless and a farce,” 
Hasina told a crowd of about 

5,000 people. 

Both women called for avoid- 
ing the election and demanded 
Ershad resign to make way for 
fresh polls under a neutral 
caretaker government. 

The coalition of 21 parties, the 
main opposition group, boycot- 
ted the election and called for a 
general strike. Election-related 
violence has left at least 1 3 people 
dead and about 300 injured. 

Plan 

“The nation does not want 
Ershad. The people reject 
Ershad's fraudulent polls,” said 
Mrs Khaleda Zia during her rally 
attended by an estimated 5,000 
people. 

She said the movement to oust 
Ershad will continue, but gave no 
specific plan. 

The commission resumed 
counting the votes at 3 pm (0900 
GMT) and gave final results for 
six districts. It earlier had stop- 
ped announcing the election 
results, but gave no reason for 
the suspension. 

The United States has expres- 
sed regret over the election 
violence in Bangladesh. 

“We regret the violence and 
deaths attending the March 3 
elections in Bangladesh,” said 
State Department spokeswoman 
Phyllis Oakley, in Washington.

Respond to peace plan 
within 10 days: Shultz 


CAIRO, March 5, (Agencies): 
US Secretary of State George 
Shultz gave four Middle. East 
nations a new plan for Arab- 
Israeli peace that aims to end 
nearly three months of unrest in 
Israeli -occupied territories, a US 
official said today. 

Shultz, who returned to 
Washington this morning, 
requested that Egypt, Israel, Jor- 
dan and Syria respond within 10 
days to the propo^ti. 

“I think deadlines are good 
tilings in trying to get people to 
make up their minds,” he said “I 
don't mind making use of that.” 


The plan aims to provide some 
self-rule to 1.5 million Palestin- 
ian Arabs in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, which Israel cap- 
tured from Egypt and Jordan in 
the 1967 Arab- Israeli war. 

Shultz said earlier that both 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres — who often have 
disagreed — were willing to 
negotiate over the territories. 

The United States, the Soviet 
Union, China, Britain and 
France — the ’five permanent

Israelis shoot dead two 

Airborne troops 
attack village 


JELAZOUN REFUGEE 
CAMP, West Bank, March 5, 
(Reuter): Israeli troops shot dead 
two Palestinians in a West Bank 
village today and wounded 
several in the Gaza Strip during 
widespread unrest in the 
occupied territories, Pales tinian 
sources said. 

Helicopter-borne troops 1 
raided Jelazoun Palestinian 
refugee camp near the West Bank 
town of Ramallah, angering 
United Nations relief workers 
when they commandeered a UN 
school Lo hold prisoners. 

About 50 Palestinians, blind- 
folded and with their hands 
bound, were held at the school 
run by the UN Relief and Works 
Agency (Unrwa) before being 
taken by bus to an unknown des- 
tination, relief workers said. 

Upset 

“They have used UN property 
as a prison camp. I have protes- 
ted this. I am more than upset — I 
am angry,” Unrwa official 
Mogens Fokdal said. 

An Israel Army spokesman 
said troops opened fire in 
Dahariyeh village, south of 
Hebron, but could not confirm 
the deaths. 

Staff at Jerusalem's Makassed 
Hospital and Alia Hospital in 
Hebron said a body had bedn 
received at each. 

“We have heard the reports 
but we have to be very cautious in 
a situation like this,” the Israeli 
Army spokesman said. “We have 
not actuaDy'seen the bodies, so' 
we cannot confirm the deaths." 

“There was a disturbance in 
Dahariyeh this morning and a 
patrol opened fire after a crowd 
attacked them with sidffiss and 
one of the soldiers was injured in 
the leg,” the spokesman said. 

Palestinian sources named the 
dead men as NaheJ Wreidat, 25, 
and Rasem A1 KJhedeirat, 31 . 

The latest deaths brought to at 
least 83 the number of Palestin- 
ians killed since the uprising in 
the Israeli -occupied territories 
began onDec9. 

The sources said anti-Israeli 
demonstrations erupted in 
several towns, villages and Pales- 
tinian refugee camps in the West 


Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Military authorities appeared 
to have dropped restrictions on 
press access to the occupied 
territories and Reuter correspon- 
dents and photographers said 
they were allowed to travel freely 
throughout the area. 

At least four people were 
wounded in Khan Y unis in the 
Gaza Strip when troops opened 
fire on stone- thro wing demon- 
strators. the sources said. 

The Army spokesman confir- 
med two protesters bad been shot 
and taken to the town's Nasser 
Hospital. “One ran away after 
treatment, the other is hospital- 
ised,” he said. 

In Ramallah, stone-throwing 
youths clashed with soldiers who 
fired tear gas and Israel Radio 
said troops rounded up all the 
mal e adults in the East Jerusalem 
Arab neighbourhood of Jabel 
Mukaber, arrested three and 
warned the others to keep the 
peace. 

Fokdal said troops fired tear 
-gas in Jelazoun refugee camp and 
destroyed property in people's 
homes as they rounded up susp- 
ects, including aL least one 
Unrwa staff member. 

Jelazoun residents said a 
group of collaborators had con- 
fessed and asked forgj veness dur- 
ing Friday prayers in the camp’s 
mosque and four local men nad 
resigned from the Israeli-run 
police force. 

Operation 

InTunis, a senior PLO official 
said about 2.000 Israeli troops 
were involved in the airborne 
operation against Jelazoun. 

Bassam Abu Sharif, an adviser 
to PLO leader Yasser Arafat, 
said that during house-to-house 
searches, “the soldiers beat the 
people — children, women and 
men, with sticks and rifle butts, 
throwing food into the mud and 
breaking furniture.” 

“At 10 am, the Israeli forces 
gathered all males between 10 
and 50 years old in schools of the 
camp and started beating them 
systematically, causing fractures 
of limbs, heads and backs,” he 
said.

Libya plans to release all foreig- 
ners detained in its jails and asked 
diplomats to contact the Foreign 
Ministry today for final arran- 
gements. the official Libyan news 
agency Jana said. 

Janasaid the decision followed, 
the release by Libyan leader 
Muammar Khaddafi of 400 
Libyan prisoners in Tripoli on 
Thursday. 

“In accordance with this his- 
toric derision by the leader, all 
foreign prisoners will be 
released,” Jana said. 

It said the Foreign Ministry 
“calls on all diplomats and 
ambassadors to contact the min- 
istry for the final release arran- 
gements and to take the prisoners 
as of today.” 

Intended 

The Italian Foreign Ministry 
official, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said no concrete 
details of the release were given to 
Lhe diplomats but it appeared 
that the Libyans intended to free 
the prisoners. 

He said a few Italians were in 
Libyan prisons held apparently 
for alleged commercial viola- 
tions, but added he did not have 
exact details about the prisoners.

Transfer residence before 
expiry of old passport 
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31 killed in Soviet 
ethnic violence 


MOSCOW, March 5, (AP): Eth- 
nic violence in the southern city 
of Sumgait left 31 dead, the 
government said yesterday, and a 
report of at least three more 
deaths in another city indicated 
the turmoil continued to spread. 

The killings in Sumgait, an 
industrial city 30 kms (19 miles) 
northwest of the Azerbaijani 
capital of Baku, occurred on 
Sunday in rioting sparked by a 
dispute over control of another 
part of the republic. 

An Armenian dissident, mean- 
while, reported the first deaths in 
the neighbouring republic of 
Armenia as the disturbances 
spread- Mosef Gorgisyan tele- 
phoned the Associated Press to 
say that Azeris had killed his sis- 
ter and two other Armenians in 
the city of Kirovakan. 

Occurred 

Police denied any deaths had 
occurred in Kirovakan, a city 60 
km (37 miles) north of the 
Armenian capital of Yerevan. 

Government spokesmen Had 
previously deaths in the Sumgait 
rioting, but refused to say how 
many had stressed that the unrest 
was quelled and that those res- 
ponsible were arrested. A telev- 
ision worker in Baku had said 


one or two people were killed and 
called this a “small number." 

In reporting the 31 deaths, the 
official news agency Tass did not 
explain why it took five days for 
authorities to disclose the death 
toll. In addition, the Tass dis- 
patch played down the ethnic 
motivations of the conflict by 
saying the victims were “mem- 
bers of various nationalities, old 
men and women." Unofficial 
sources had indicated the 
violence had clear ethnic over- 
tones, with the dominant ethnic 
population in Azerbaijan, the 
Azeris, attacking Armenians. 

Tass blamed the Sumgait riot- 
ing on "hooligan elements 
provoked by disorder” and also 
referred to those involved as 
“unstable, immature people, fall- 
-ing under the influence of false 
rumours about the events in 
Nagorno-Karabakh and 
Armenia.” 

Tass appeared to be saying 
that rumours of confrontations 
between Azeris and Armenians 
were false, although Vladimir I. 
Dolgikh, a non-voting member 
of the ruling Politburo, has said 
that casualties resulted from da- 
shes between Armenians and 
Azeris in Nagorno-Karabakh. 


Libyan MiGs 
still in 
Egypt, says 
Mubarak 

CAIRO, March 5, (Reuter): 
Four Libyan MiG-23 fighters 
which landed in Egypt on Tues- 
day are still in the country. 
President Hosni Mubarak said 
today, contradicting reports that 
they had returned home. 

“These warplanes are still 
here,” he was quoted as saying by 
Egypt's Middle East News 
Agency (Mena). ‘The planes will 
return to libya only after being 
inspected by technicians,” he 
said. 

Mubarak said be had been 
contacted by King Fahd of Saudi 
Arabia and other Arab leaders 
whom he did not name after the 
four Soviet-built fighter planes 
landed in Egypt. 

He said he told them he inten- 
ded to return the aircraft to 
Tripoli and asked them to scndLl 
technicians to inspect the MiGs. 
He did not explain why. 

... “We are a a vibsed coimtiy. we 
b&r no grudge against anyone 
and seek no bloodshed. We made 
sure there were no aggressive 
intentions and the pilots were 
treated well,” he said. 

Libya's official news agency 
Jana reported on Thursday that 
the pilots landed their jets in 
Egypt because they were running 
out of fuel and later flew them 
home. 

“The news agency (Jana) is 
free to report what it wants,” 
Mubarak said. 

Mena later published the same 
account and, in the absence of a 
government statement, this was 
taken as Egyptian endorsement 
of the Jana story. 

Some Egyptian newspapers 
hid earlier reported that the four ■ 
pilots defected. Mubarak did not 
mention the whereabouts of the 
pilots in his remarks. 

Five Libyan servicemen were 
given political asylum in Egypt 
last year.

Landmine kills 19 in Sri Lanka

COLOMBO, March 5, (Reuter): 
A Tamil rebel landmin e killed 19 
Sri T anlcans and wounded 17 
today in Trincomalee district 
military officials said. 

Officials in Trincomalee 
blamed guerrillas of the Libera- 
ti on Ti gers of Tamil Eelam 
(LTTE) for the explosion under a 
lorry at Sittaru, south of Lhe port. 

Military officials said the vic- 
tims were returning home to Ser- 
uwila after weekend shopping at 
Kantalai. 

Killings 

The six women, 1 1 men, and 
two children killed were either 
Sinhalese — the majority in the 
Indian Ocean island — or 
Muslims. Officials said they 
would not -know of any Tamils 
among the passengers. 


Tiger rebels are fighting the

The Tigers shot dead 14 Sin- 
halese and a Tamil in Morawewa 
village near Trincomalee on 
Wednesday. 

Military officials thought the 
spate of killings was to sabotage 
government plans to resettle Sin- 
halese and Muslim refugees in 
their villages. 

“The refugees have been 
quietly coining back and the 
terrorists want to drive them 
away,” a senior official Said. 

President Junius Jayewardene 
pledged today that more Sri Lan- 
kan troops would be sent to Trin- 
comalee to protect Sinhalese 
from rebels. 


“More soldiers will be sent to 
Morawewa and other areas 
inhabited by Sinhalese to prevent 
' further attacks by terrorists,” he 
told a meeting of the ruling 
United National Party. 

Military sources said about 
2,000 soldiers have been 
deployed since last month in Sin- 
halese villages in Trincomalee 
where Tamils and Muslims also 
live. 

Rebellion 

Sri Lanka and India signed a 
pact last July aimed at ending the 
T amil rebellion and about 50,000 
Indian soldiers were sent to the . 
island to try to disarm the rebels 
and enforce the agreement. 

Sri Lankan soldiers had been 
confined to barracks but Sin- 
halese refugees said they do not 


have confidence in the Indian 
forces. 

The two governments agreed 
in January to let Sri T a nkan 
troops be posted in some Trin- 
comalee villages to encourage 
Sinhalese and Muslim refugees 
return to their homes. 

Postponed 

The independent Sun news- 
paper said the recent spate of 
civilian killings by Tamil rebels 
could be linked to the govern- 
ment’s. new plan to resettle 
refugees, mostly Sinhalese, in 
Trincomalee. 

“Their demonic objectives it 
appears were to terrorise the Sin- 
halese to flee Trincomalee,” it 
said today.

Shiv Sena calls for boycott of 
Sikh businesses and shops 


BOMBAY, March 5, (Agen- 
cies): A right-wing Hindu party 
today called for a boycott of Sikh 
businesses and shops if Sikh 
religious leaders do not move to 
punish extremists who killed 34 
people in Punjab slate. 

The call was issued at a news 
conference by Bai Thackeray, 
chief of the Shiv Sena, the party 
which controls the local adminis- 
tration in Bombay and recently 
merged with the Punjab-based 
Hindu Shiv Sena. 

Sikh gunmen opened fire on a 
holiday gathering late Thursday 
night in Punjab, killing 34 people 
and injuxingabout45 others. The 
victims included Hindus and 
Sikhs. 

' Police blamed the attack on 
the Khalistan Commando 
Force, one of a dozen under- 
ground Sikh extremist groups. 
The militants have been agitating 
since 1982 for more autonomy or 
an independent homeland in 
Punjab. Hundreds of people 
have died in Sikh hit-and-run 
attacks. 

• Thackeray told the news con- 
ference that Sikh high priests 


should use their powers to 
excommunicate Sikh extremists 
in an effort to stop the blood 
letting. 

“If they condemn the killings 
and excommunicate those res- 
ponsible, extremists will cease to 
be Sikhs and cannot demand .a 
separate Sikh homeland," 
Thackeray said. 

Thackeray said that if the high 
priests did not begin taking 
action against Sikh extremists 
within the next 1 5 days, the Shiv 
Sena would lead an anti-Sikh 
boycott. 

Resignations 

“We want a non-violent 
boycott of all Sikhs in India," 
Thackeray told the news con- 
ference. “No one should buy 
goods from them. We will not 
allow their trucks to ply on the 
roads.” 

Thackeray and Jagdish Tan- 
gri, leader of the party in Punjab, 
jointly called for the resignations 
of Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
and Home Minister Buta Singh 
for failing to stem the violence in 


Punjab. 

Shiv Sena has wiV .. support in 
Bombay and has recently been 
stepping up activities to try to 
develop a wider base in the north . 
The Punjab wing claims to have 
83 units in Punjab, three neigh- 
bouring states and New Delhi. 

Meanwhile, at least five more 
people were killed in the strife- 
tom Indian state of Punjab, the 
Press Trust of India (PTI) repor- 
ted. 

The new killings were reported 
as most big towns in Punjab were 
shut down by a general strike 
called by Hindu revivalist groups 
to protest against the carnage, 
the worst this year. 

PTI said suspected Sikh gun- 
men shot dead three people in a 
village in Gurdaspur district this 
morning and two extremists were 
killed in an encounter with 
security forces near Amritsar last 
night. 

Police and political sources in 
the Sikh holy city of Amritsar 
and Chandigarh, the state 
capital, said all shops, offices, 
schools and colleges were closed 
in most of the big towns.

Kurds killed 

DIYARBAKJR, Turkey, 
March 5, (AP): Five suspected 
Kurdish guerrillas were killed in 
a seven-hour battle with security 
forces in southeastern Turkey, 
the Hurriyet news agency repor- 
ted today. 

The clash yesterday began 
when the Kurds responded with 
fire to calls to surrender by 
security forces near Kurudere 
Hamlet in DicJe township, the 
dispatch said. 


The magazine quoted “special 
sources” in Libya as saying the 
attempt was planned by mem- 
bers of Libyan opposition tribes 
and Air Force officers in 
collaboration with foreign 
military experts of the same 
force, who provided the Soviet- 
made weapons for the operation. 

The confrontation near a 
Tripoli military camp where 
Khaddafi residesewas preceded 
by another one the day before in 
which a Libyan soldier was killed 
and two others wounded on the 
coastal road that links the two 
Mediterranean cities ofBenghazi 
and Sidra, east of Tripoli. 

Khaddafi’s uncle. Sheikh 
Hamad Bin Ali A1 Kadhaf, who 
visited his nephew after the 
incident to congratulate him on 
crushing, the coup attempt, told 
him he had information that the 
weapons used by the opposition- 
backed attackers were 50 Soviet- 
made automatic rifles with incen- 
diary ammuni tion and 40 hand 
grenades, the magazine said.

Imelda 
wants 
to return 

MANILA, March 5, (Reuter): 
Imelda Marcos, wife of deposed 
strongman Ferdinand Marcos, 
says she hopes to return to the 
Philippines from exile in Hawaii 
but has no plans of challenging 
the power of President ‘Corazon 
Aquino. 

“I feel like a Jew pursuing my 
Israel,” she said in an interview 
broadcast today over the private 
Channel 7 television station. 

“I have no political ambition,” 
said Mrs Marcos, once descibed 
by critics as the Philippines Evita 
Peron. Channel 7 said the 
interview took place in Hawaii 
earlier this year. 

Last month Aquino's emis- 
saries met Marcos in Hawaii 
after he let it be known he would 
be willing to negotiate for per- 
mission to return. 

Aquino has said she would 
only negotiate with Marcos, for- 
ced into exile after a 1986 
Church-backed military revolt, 
if he returned “what he stole 
from the people." 

The government has accused 
Marcos of enriching himself dur- 
ing his 20-year rule by robbing 
the national treasury of up to $10 
billion. 

Mrs Marcos said she longed to 
come back as a private citizen to 
satisfy an “obsession to uplift the 
poor from deprivation,” and not 
to try to grab power from 
Aquino. 

“It is a very frustrating situa- 
tion because I see my poor coun- 
trymen in danger. They are living 
in poverty but you cannot do 
anything about it (from here),” 
she said, speaking in the Tagalog 
language of the Philippines. 

Mrs Marcos occupied power- 
ful positions in the government 
of her deposed husband-.But in 
the interview she denied she was 
obsessed with power.

Foreigners advised to leave Lebanon 

Schray plans to stay in Beirut 


BEIRUT, March 5, (Reuter): 
Former hostage Ralph Schray, 
who returned to Beirut today just 
two days after bring freed, said 
today he planned to spend the 
rest of his life in Lebanon. 

“I'm happy that I’m free. This 
place is my country and that's 
where I’ve lived all my life and 
that is the place where I'll be 
living all my life," said Schray, 
whose father is German and 
mother is Lebanese. 

He said he did not know where 
he was held captive and was blin- 
dfolded some of the time but was 
well-treated. 

“I was treated very well. I 
never saw any of the kidnappers, 
who took turns guarding me. At 
one time two or three would 
guard me but I never saw them," 
he told a news conference in West 
Beirut. 

Relaxed 

Schray, flanked by his Leban- 
ese wife R ana and other relatives, 
looked in good health and 
relaxed. 

He said he was kept blindfol- 
ded some of the time but was not 
interrogated by the kidnappers 
and was not moved around 
much. 

“They used to let me read new- 
spapers and novels and watch 
television. The food was good,” 
he said. 

The 30-year-old engineer said 
he did not see German hostage 
RudotfCordes, seized in January 
last year, or any of the other 26 
foreigners missing and believed 
kidnapped in Lebanon. 

He was kidnapped on January 
27 by gunmen demanding the 
release of two Shi'ite Muslim 
Lebanese held in Germany for 
hijacking and abduction. 

Schray was freed on Thursday 
and taken by Syrian troops to 
Damascus, where he stayed at 
the German Embassy. 

Asked if he felt in danger of 
bring kidnapped again in Beirut 
he said; “I'm noLa German." 

Schray read a statement in

Meanwhile a Muslim militia 
chief today urged foreigners to 
leave kidnaprplagued Lebanon 
as the search continued in Sidon, 
South Lebanon port city for two 
missing Oxfam relief officials, a 
Briton and a Syrian.

Lebanon because none of the 
Forties, people, official institu-

Handicrafts 

Mrs Yaqout, whose husband, 
is Kuwait's Ambassador in Pak- 
istan, has joined hands in right 
earnest with local women leader 
in their drive to eradicate 
illiteracy amongst womenfolk, 
teach them various types of han- 
dicrafts and help them stand on 
their feet, particularly the 
orphan and the poor. In doing so 
she is making a fu« use of the 


experience she gained in Paris, 
Peking, Rome and Abu Dhabi 
when Qassim Omar Al Yaqout 
was posted there as a Kuwaiti 
diplomat. 

One field in Islamabad where 
Mrs Yaqout has lately concen- 
trated more is the movement to 
banish, jahez, (dowry system) 
which is a major social evil in 
Pakistan. 

Dowry, she said in an 
interview, was alien to Islam and 
must be discarded in all the 
Islamic societies. Dowry is a real 
curse and the Pakistani society 
should get rid of it just like the 
Arab countries, she remarked. 
Innumerable young girls in Pak- 
istan cannot get married just 
because their parents are poor 
and cannot afford expensive 
dowries. 

Medical aid 

Mrs Yaqout’s concerted but 
unassuming role in the uplift of 
poor women has drawn plaudits 
from a number of prominent per- 
sonalities in the capital. Among 
them is the First Lady of Pakis- 
tan, Mrs Shaflqa Zia-ul-Haq 
who has appointed her as trustee 
ora fund for helping poor girls in 
meeting their wedding day 
expenses, no dowries.

coffee and discuss plans aimed at 
improving the lot of Pakistani 
womenfolk, particularly those 
living in adjoining villages. 
Besides highly educated Pakis- 
tani ladies, wives of foreign 
diplomats based in Islamabad 

attend these gatherings. 

During such gatherings dona- 
tions are also sought ana collec- 
, ted which are then allocated for 
various welfare schemes laun- 
ched in and around the capital. 
Medicines are bought for treat- 
ment of poor women. A medical 
aid van donated by the local 
Dutch embassy is sent twice or 
three times a week to treat poor 
sick women of these villages. 
Teachers are engaged for literacy 
work and trainers for imparting 
vocational knowledge of sewing, 
knitting and other handicrafts. 
Raffles are also held at such 
meetings the proceedings of 
which go for women’s welfare. 

"I really enjoy this kind of 
work,” said Mrs Badria Yaqout, 
adding that she was convinced 
that all the time she spent for this 
work was worthwhile. 

This was like a missionary 
work and as such it was a great 
source of persona] satisfaction, 
she said and expressed her 
resolve to remain deeply linked 
with it as long as Mr Yaqout 
served Kuwait in Pakistan.

Behbehani said training cour- 
ses were offered for the staff, but 
accused some employees of not 
wanting to improve or develop 
their skills. 

He said that there are many 
cases of husbands and wives 
working in the same area which 
interfered with their work.

Changes to be made 
at the Health Ministry 


ACTING Premier .and Foreign 
Minister, Sheikh Sabah A1 
Ahmed, yesterday conferred 
with visiting assistant secretary- 
general of the Democratic Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine 
and member of the PLO's 
executive committee -Yasser 
Abed Rabo on the current Pales- 
tinian popular uprising. 

The meeting was attended by 
director of the PLO office in 
Kuwait A wni Battash. 

Sheikh Sabah told reporters 
that the discussions centred on 
the uprising, results of the seven- 
man Arab League committee 
assigned to follow up and sup- 
port the uprising and its future 
moves. 

The committee, grouping 
Saudi Arabia, Syria. Jordan, 
Algeria, Tunisia, Iraq and Pales- 
tine in addition to Arab League 
Secretary-General Ctaadli Khbi 
had met at the League's 
headquarters in Tunis last month 
and set a plan to implement Arab 
resolutions on the Arab-lsraeli 
conflict. 

The members further discus- 
sed means of supporting the upr- 
ising including contacting 
Security Council members, 
especially the permanent ones, 
and various international groups 
and organisations to rally their 
support. 

Sheikh Sabah expressed hopes 
that the Palestinian revolt would 


realise its target of ending Israeli 
occupation of the Arab lands. 

Abed Rabo said that he discus- 
sed with Sheikh Sabah develop- 
ments of the Palestinian popular 
revolution in the occupied 
territories and the PLO’s resolu- 
tion to escalate it and to mobilise 
potentials of the Palestinian peo- 
ple within and outside the 
occupied homeland to ensure its 
continuation. 

He told reporters that he affir- 
med to Sheikh Sabah the PLO's 
rejection of the self-rule plan 
carried by US Secretary of State 
George Shultz. The plan targets 
containing the Palestinian upris- 
ing and damaging its accompli- 
shments, he elaborated. 

The PLO official voiced the 
Palestinian leadership's 
appreciation to stands of Kuwait 
in quickly supporting invitation 
of Algerian President Chadli Ben 
Jedid to hold an emergency Arab 
s ummi t to discuss the uprising 
and adopt a political and prac- 
tical stance to bolster the Pales- - 
tinian uprising under leadership 
of the PLO. He pointed out, that 
the PLO had supported .Ben 
Jedid's call. 

Commitment 

Abed Rabo renewed the 
PLO's commitment to the con- 
vening of an international 
Mideast peace conference as “the 
sole framework" and rejection of 
all unilateral or bilateral set- 


tlements. 

He also stressed that the set- 
tlement should be based on -UN 
resolutions that guarantee the 
Palestinian people’s rights of 
return, self-determination and 
establishment of an independent 
state under the leadership of the 
PLO, their sole and legitimate 
representative. 

The Palestinian official said 
that the PLO will pursue contacts 
with various brothers and friends 
and at the Security Council to 
adopt effective measures to end 
Zionist terrorism against the 
Palestinian people and withdraw 
occupation troops from the 
Palestinian lands under inter- 
national supervision. 

He explained that the step is 
the only way out under prevail- 
ing circumstances. 

Contacts 

Asked on reports of a near visit 
of PLO political department 
head Farouk Kaddoumi to 
Damascus, Abed Rabo said that 
contacts are underway with the 
Syrian leadership to prepare fora 
meeting at the highest level bet- 
ween Syria and the PLO in the 
few coming weeks. “From our 
part we hope that the efforts will 
entail positive results,'' he added. 

He announced meanwhile, 
that the Soviet Union had told 
the PLO that Moscow totally 
rejects the ideas carried by US 
Secretary of State and that “they 


only were meant to abort the 
uprising." 

The Soviets have reiterated 
their backing to the international 
conference and the PLO's 
independent representation in it 
and to Palestinian national rights 
as basis forsuch a conference and 
that Moscow refuses any solu- 
tion outside the international 
frame. 

Shultz’ plan further targets 
perpetuating the autonomy rule, 
he charged, adding that the PLO 
rejects autonomy whether tem- 
porary or perpetual because 
there is no self-rule formula out- 
side the rejected Camp David 
accords. 

He strongly denied that any 
contacts had taken place bet- 
ween the PLO and the US while 
asserting that he who wants to 
discuss anything related to the 
Palestinian people should con- 
tact the PLO only.

Zanoun denounces latest KPTC taking strict measures 
American peace initiative to stop vandalism 


TUNIS, March S, (Agencies): A 

E rominent Palestinian official 
as denounced the peace 
initiative launched by the US 
Secretaiy of State George Shultz 
during his latest Mideast tour. 

In an interview with Kuwait 
News Agency (Kuna) Deputy 
Speaker of the Palestine 
National Council (parliament- 
in -exile) Salim Al Zanoun des- 
cribed the American plan as 
“similar to previous initiatives to 
contain the Palestinian uprising 
in the occupied territories." 

Shultz, who concluded a 
second Mideast tour yesterday 
within 1 0 days hasjpresented new 
ideas for Israeli, Jordanian, 

ip^^r'limited re^rule^^^me 
Palestinians that is followed by 
negotiations on a final set- 
tlement. 

Zanoun, who is the represen- 
tative of Fatah movement in the 
Gulf region, also said that the 
Palestinian leadership was aware 
of the objective of the latest 
American initiative and had 
decided that Palestinians in the 
occupied territories boycott 
Shultz. 

On the exchange of missile- 
attacks between Iran and Iraq 
the Palestinian official regretted 
the latest escalation in the Gulf 
war and urged Iran to respond to 
international calls and to put to 
an end to the war, which is 
currently in its 8th year. 
Mediation 

Zanoun recalled that the PLO 
had acted as a mediator between 
Iran and Iraq when the war star- 
ted September 1980, but Iran 
then rejected that mediation. 

He stressed that the PLO 
stands alongside Kuwait and all 
the Arab Gulf states in face of 
Iranian threats. 

On the US decision to close the 
PLO observer mission in the 
United Nations, Zanoun said 


this decision is part' of an 
integrated scheme to keep the 
PLO away from the inter- 
national scene. 

He added that the PLO is 
working with Arab and friendly 
countries to get their support in 
face of that decision and pointed 
out that the PLO will resort to all 
international forums, including 
the international court of justice, 
to defend its legitimate right. 

In answer to a question on the 
voyage to occupied Haifa, which 
was planned to take deportees 
back to their occupied homeland 
last month Zanoun said the 
Palestinian/ leadership :: ha*.,:

Disobedience 

Meanwhile, a senior Palestin- 
ian official has said that the 
popular uprising in occupied 
Palestine, which is dosing the 
third month this week, is likely to 
enter in dvil disobedience in sup- 
port of the national rights of the 
Palestinian people. 

The Palestinians in the 
occupied territories are consider- 
ing announcing civil dis- 
obedience but the leaders inside 
can determine when and how to 
take this move depending on the 
circumstances in full coordina- 
tion and cooperation -with the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion, the PLO's political depart- 
ment chief Farouk Qaddoumi 
said. 

But the PLO political architect 
assured a Kuwaiti newspaper in 
an interview conducted with him 
in Paris where he is currently 
visiting, that “the uprising wifi 
continue and extend into the 
future and may take additional 
forms and pictures." 

“The situation will never be 
the same as it was before. The 
volcanic eruption is the con- 


sequence of the boiling factors 
that interacted in the continued 
work for the Palestinian revolu- 
tion," Qaddoumi said. 

The missile war between Iran 
and Iraq is distracting world 
attention from the uprising in the 
Israeli-occupied territories, 
Palestinian officials said today. 

“Our people revolted because 
of frustration at world neglect of

Ruffians spoil a ni ce evening 

Jagjit-Chitra win over ghazal lovers

WHEN an Asian organiser 
announce a concert at “6 pm 
prompt” it normally “7 
pm prompt”, or later if time 
permits. Friday’s Sham-c- 
Gazal (An evening of ghazals) 
was delayed a mere 55 minutes 
and began after an inevitable 
but unacceptable apology from 
. the organisers. 

Ten minu tes after the concert 
began, waiters were still usher- 
ing in chairs for people lined-up 
around the w alls. The concert 
was a sell-out. 

Jagjit and China Singh are 
crowd pullers. Then, why did 
the organisers invite people 
they could not accommodate? 
Two ladies, invitees of an 
Indian diplomat, were 
unceremoniously removed 
from their seats — only to be 
“relocated” after an embarras- 
sing waiL 

Everything was forgiven and 
forgotten as the dulcet notes of 
music floated after Jagjit laun- 
ched the concert with Bashir 
Mazhar’s ghazal “Socha 
nahin achcha buraa.” It coul- 
dn’t be a more appropriate 
beginning to the concert 
Cool 

The audience was in “perfect 
disharmony” thanks to the 
“perfect taste” of tea. At the 
expense of insulting the artists 
on stage - — and spoiling a per- 
fect evening — a group of dis- 
tasteful people disturbed the 
serious listeners with shameful 
catcalls and disparaging, 
remarks. 

The hotel security and the 
organisers deserve credit for 
throwing out the miscreants 
and restoring peace in the 
second half of die concert. Such 
jarring notes spoiled whaL 
could have been an evening of 
musical harmony. 

' Jagjit Singh— the performer 
— took all this in his stride, 
controlling the -irate audience 
with a son smil e and innuen- 
does. A lesser performer would 
have lost his cool. And Jagjit’s 
deep, rich voice was a balm for 
many a wracked nerves. -

The noted ghazal singer 
presented a few numbers from 
his latest compact disc Beyond 
Time, recently recorded and 
released in London. Pakistani 
poetess lshrat Afr ecu’s ghazal 
“Pathar beech aina rakhna 
kitna mushkil hai ...” and “Yeh 
bhi yelrehsaan kam hai dekhiya 
naamaapkahorahahartaraf.” 

The singing duo were relaxed 
even as they launched into 
frivolous — but rhythmic — 
numbers in Punjabi. This 
seemed to delight a section of 
the audience, who apparently 
did not appreciate the more 
serious, soulful music. 

Diction 

Jagjit sensed the mood of the 
disruptive section or the 
audience and indulged in 
musical banter yodelling Pun- 
jabi geet. His next number - 
“Huzoor aapka ebtaram karta 
hoon — idhar se guzra tha 
salam karta chaluu” (Sir, 1 res- 
pect you. 1 was passing by and 
stopped for you ...) was a below 
thebeltblow, which wentabove 
the heads of the audience. 1 1 was 
a particularly sober number 
rendered uninhibitedly by the 


successful crooner. 

Jagjifs rendition is par 
excellence. His diction is near 
perfect. JagjiL's voice teases the 
listener as he playfully changes 
diction from soft to sharp — 
but never shrill — stressing 
words for just the right impact. 

The singer has acquired a 
deep- throated voice, very 
reminiscent of the late singer 
Saigal. Touches of SaigaTs dic- 
tion gave an appealing lilt to 
Jagjit s rendition. 

Jagjit was ably supported by 
his orchestra — Rono Muk- 
herjee on flute (one could have 
listened to Rono's bansuri for 
the entire night). The flautist- 
evoked a feeling of fresh pas- 
tures and calm waters flowing 
effortlessly. He proved to be a 
good partner for the enthusias- 
tic performer, Jagjit. Other 
orchestra members were Sau- 
di p Sen (tabla) and Sureudra 
Sharma (Santur). 

That the sound system 
played havoc and screeched 
unceremoniously, much to the 
annoyance of the audience and 
the singer, is another matter. 

Each time the singer wanted

the sound adjusted, which was 
barely audible to the people in 
the back rows, it went berserk 
with a high pitched screech, 
drowning the singer’s voice. 

Though the.autdience was far 
from satisfied with the selection 
of the ghazals (as Jagjit said 
later “It is difficult to please 
everyone"), Jagjit and China 
managed to bring down the 
house with such numbers as 
“Balle balle”; “Yeh daulat bhi 
lailo”, “Tujhko dariya dili ki 
kasam saqiya” a take off on 
that ageless ghazal “Rukh se 
parda hatade zara saqiya” and 
“ K u rta m almal da” . The best of 
the lot was undoubtedly the 
deeply emotional number that 
rounded offtheeveniog. “Dard 
se mere daaman bharde, ya 
Allah”, a number that cried out 
for understanding and peace, 
rendered with much conviction 
by Jagjit Singh. 

Sound 

The evening would have las- 
ted longer if some diplomats 
had not left the Grand 
Ballroom at the peak of the 
concert. This seemed to annoy 
the artist, who quipped: “Does 
this mean the concert has 
ended?” A good sport that 
Jagjit>i&,-he calmed his petulant ■ 
wife, and * continued good- 
naturedly. 

In an interview yesterday 
Jagjit said he was "unhappy 
with the sound system.” Hav- 
ing performed in all major ci ties 
around the world, the singer 
found “sound technicians in 
Kuwait were inexperienced and 
the worst.” This was a technical 
fault that could have been 
avoided by proper planning. 

And diplomatically Jagjit 
parried queries about the mis- 
behaviour of a section of the 
^ audience saying: “They were 
controllable. Such behaviour is 
to be ex piected in large gather- 
ings.”

Mitterrand’s silence 


upsets rightists

PARIS, (Reuter): Socialist 

President Francois Mitterrand's 
refusal to say whether he will run 
in France's presidential election 
is infuriating right-wing can- 
didates and causing a stir over 
how the country will be governed 
after the vote. 

Mitterrand, clear favourite in 
opinion polls, must officially 
declare his candidacy by April 5. 
The two-round contest is 
scheduled for April 24 and May 
8 . 

The president said he would 
clarify his position after the sum- 
mit of the North Atlantic T reaty 
Organisation which ended on 
Thursday in Brussels. 

He and conservative Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac put up 
possibly their last united stand 
abroad at the meeting since being 
forced to share power in March 
1986 — an experiment the 
French call “cohabitation”. 

Rumours abound on when 
Mitterrand will finally announce 
his intentions and what he will 


say. 

His two main challengers, 
Chirac and former Prime Mini- 
ster Raymond Barre, have found 
it tricky to campaign against a 
ghost candidate. 

Analysts say Chirac is 
annoyed by Mitterrand's 
statements that he is keeping 
silent to hold the state above the 
campaign hurly-burly for as long 
as possible. 

Popularity 

Mitterrand, 71, has enjoyed 
growing popularity since the 
defeat of his Socialist Party in - 
1986 parliamentary elections 
forced him to share power with 
Chirac and a centre-right 
majority in the National Assem- 
bly. He has since, adopted the . 
mantle of a head of state above . . 

political aJ legiances. 

- ■ Conservative leaders have 
been dropping their cautious 
approach to Mitterrand's unde- 
clared presidential bid. 

Chirac this week told a 
political rally that Mitterrand 
was “a shadow, and it is difficult 
to do battle with a shadow.” 


Government spokesman and 
Budget Minister Alain Ju; 
accused Mitterrand of “dou 
talk”, of frequently changi 
political colours and ducking 
political debate by declaring 
himself “Father of the Nation”. 

Much right-wing concern 
focuses on how parliament will 
function with the president and 
prime minis ter after the second 
run-off round between the top 
two candidates emerging from 
the first ballot 

Avoid 

Chirac says that if he wins he 
will avoid calling general elec- 
tions and leave in place the con- 
servative parliament which ous- 
ted the socialists two years ago. 

But at a rally this week he 
hinted that if Mitterrand won re- 
dec tion “cohabitation” between 
a left-wing president and con- 
servative-dominated parliament 
could continue. 

He said the country's leaders 
would have “to take national 
interest into account” and avoid 
exposing France to political 
havoc and “adventure”. 

The statement caused outrage 
both within Chirac's RPR Party 
and its junior partner in govern- 
ment, the centre-right UDF. The 
UDF supports. Bane, who has 
consistently opposed cohabita- 
tion. 

Mitterrand's 1981 election 
was followed by a parliamentary 
election which swept to power a 
coalition socialist and commun- 
ist government. 


... But analysts say that large cuts 
in communist support in recent 
years and deep divisions between 
the two left-wing parties meant 
Mitterrand could not be cer tain 
of securing a clear parliamentary 
majority in a new election.

Nationalism divides 


Soviet Baltic republics

TALLINN, USSR, (AP): Cul- 
tural differences and national 
pride distinguish Russian from 
Estonian, and divide parent from 
child in Estonia, home of a small 
ethnic group caught between 
stronger neighbours for cen- 
turies. 

Last August, in an event dis- 
sidents say showed the auth- 
orities they had lost control, 
thousands of people marked the 
anniversary of a secret 
agreement between Nazi Ger- 
many and the Soviet Union that 
led to the 1 940 Soviet takeover of 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania. 

Soviet authorities now are 
encouraging the republics' grow- 
ing non-Baltic populations to 
learn the native language and 
some cases are seeking to restrict 
immigration from other parts of 
the Soviet Union. 

People of the Baltic nations, 
very different ethnically from the 
Soviet Union's dominant Slavic 
population, always have main- 
tained a strong cultural and eth- 
nic identity. 

One of the Estonian dissidents 
is 2l-year-old Tina Hallik, 
daughter of faithful Communist 
Party members. 

“People think if I’m free, if I'm 
not in prison or slave labour 
camp, then maybe I can do a little 
something. But nothing is getting 
done. Nothing changes” said 
Ms. Hallik. 

Isolate 

“If they try to isolate every one 
(of the group) the people will 
come out because they win have 
beard something is happening.” 
she said. 

Recently, Ms. Hallik's 55- 
year-old mother, Klara, was 
among writers, scholars and 
officials from theBaltic republics 
taking part in a panel discussion 
of national problems organised 
for foreign reporters by the 
government news agency 
Novosli. 

Klara Hallik discounted the 
importance of nationalism as a 
problem in Estonia. She and 
other panel members drew a dis- 
tinction between nationalism 
and cultural differences. 

Her daughter said she respects 
her mother's views but that they 
sharply disagree. Superiors at 
rorfe and the KGB have put 


pressure on her parents because 
of their daughter’s views, Ms. 
Hallik said. 

Little open conflict is evident 
between ethnic groups in 
Estonia. Writer Ulo Tuulik, a 
member of the officially spon- 
sored panel, said Estonians and 
other ethnic groups “could be 
compared to the Mississippi and 
Volga Rivers. We just five our 
own lives and don't have great 
conflicts.” 

Estonians number just more 
than one million and make up 61 
per cent of their small republic, 
but that figure has dropped from 
almost 75 per cent in 1 959. Rus- 
sians now make up 28 per cent of 
the population.

Estonians spoke fluent Russian, 
the dominant, language of the 
Soviet Union. One outof 10 non- 
Estonians could speak fluent 
Estonian. 

Dropping 

In Latvia in 1979 there were 
about 13 million Latvians .and 
821,000 Russians, but Lithuan- 
ians made up 80 per cent of the 
popula don of their republic. 

Officials say the number of 
Estonians in the republic is drop- 
ping because Estonians have one 
of the lowest birth rates in the 
Soviet Union, and that many of 
the non-Estonians who move 
there are young people attracted 
by good jobs in the republic’s 
industries. - 

To limit the migration, 
officials are requiring state-run 
industries that seek workers out- 
side the republic to put up about 
$25,000 for each worker’s hous- 
ing. A similar programme is in 
effect in Latvia. 

Mostoftheprotestsin the Bal- 
tic republics have beat peaceful, 
but the dissidents report more 
surveillance and pressure. 

Dissident sources say activists 
in Lithuania and Estonia have 
been arrested for refusing tem- 
porary military service. They 
charge that the temporary call- 
up in both cases was an attempt 
by authorities to discourage 
protests. 

The officials Lithuanian press 
has warned that activists face 
prosecution if they disrupt public 
order, and Soviet President 
Andrei A. Gromyko addressed 
the issue in a visit to Vilnius, 
Lithuania, a week ago.

Cuba, Nicaragua and Libya 
are t he only countries to have 
sided with Noriega since Florida 
grand juries indicted him. in 
February on charges of drug 
smuggling and racketeering. 

But former US ambassador to 
Panama Ambler Moss and other 
analysts say a trade embargo 
could lead other countries, and 
nationalistic Pana m a n ia n s, to 
cry foul over the heavy-handed 
tactics of the “colossus of the 
north.” 

“There have been some very 
irresponsible statements on the 
part of some legislators.” Moss 
said of calls in the US Congress 
for an embargo and other sanc- 
tions against Panama. 

“This is precisely what 
Noriega needs,” he said, refer- 
ring to the general's efforts to stir 
up anti-American sentiment. 
“Noriega wants a David and 
Goliath situation.” 


Moss also said that “a trade 
embargo could be considered a 
violation of the Panama Canal 
treaties,” under which the United 
States is required to acquire 
goods and services from Pan- 
ama. 

Of Washington's backing for 
Eric Arturo Delvalle, the Pan- 
amanian president ousted by the 
military-dominated National 
Assembly last week. Moss said it 
put the Reagan administration 
“in the difficult portion of recog- 
nising a government that doesn't 
really exist.” 


“You can’t go on supporting

the deposed government forever, 
and in Latin America nobody 
ever does,” Moss said. 

He predicted that US efforts to 
enforce Delvalle’s call for an 
international ban on business 
transactions with Panama would 
“begin to wear thin " within a few 
days.

Tigers remain defiant

VAVUNIYA, Sri Lanka, (UPI): 
The youth hunched on a log by a 
side of the rutter track, his 
automatic rifle resting on his 
knees as he furiously brushed Ins 
teeth. 

He threw an indifferent glance 
at the Indian military helicopters 
droning into view high in the 
azure sky, then went back to 
what he was doing. 

Nearby, seven other Libera- 
tion Tigers of Tamil Eelam 
guerrillas were awaking beneath 
a- straw-roofed shelter. Some 
walked into the open to stretch, 
ignoring the thumping helicop- 
ter rotors. 

The helicopter disappeared 
towards Vavuniya, a market 
town barely four miles (6 km) 
south and the centre of the lar- 
gest concentration of Indian 
troops deployed in the island's 
Tamil-dominated north and east 
to disarm the Tigers and end then- 
war for a separate nation under 
an Indo-Sri Lankan peace plan 
signed last July 29.

Driven from their bastion in 
the northernmost Jaffna penin- 
sula by an offensive last October 
and November that cost hun- 
dreds of Indian and civilian lives, 
the Tigers dispersed south.

Nato summit prepares 


Reagan for Moscow trip

WASHINGTON, (Renter): 
President Reagan emerged from 
this week’s Nato summit with a 
vote of confidence from 
America’s allies for his pursuit of 
arms accords with the Soviet 
Union. 

“We strongly support the 
efforts of the United States,” 
leaders of the 16 member coun- 
tries of the Western alliance said 
in a communique at their Brus- 
sels summit. 

‘These fully accord with our 
consistent policy to seek, 
through high-level dialogue, 
early and substantial progress 
with the Soviet Union on a full 
range of issues ...” the Nato allies 
said.

At the same time, Reagan and 
his summit partners moved to 
keep a Soviet campaign for 
n uclear disarmament from sway- 
in g European public opinion and 
giving Kr emlin leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev a political advan-

-Reagan and Gorbachevare set — 
for a fourth round of negotia- 
tions at a Moscow summit expec- 
ted to take place in May. 


“Therefore, for the foreseea- 
ble future, there is no alternative 
to the alliance strategy for the 
prevention of war. This is' a 
strategy of deterrence based on 
an effective mix of adequate and 
effective nuclear and conven- 
tional forces which will continue 
to be kept up to date where neces- 
sary.” . . 

Prior to the two-day. Nato 
meeting in Brussels, there was 
speculation that the alliance 
might be split by bickering over 
how and when short-range 
nuclear weapons primarily based 
in West Germany should be 
modernised. 

From the first moments of the 
summit to its end, . Reagan 
repeatedly tried to calm another 
fear — that the United States 
might desert Nato in its quest for 
accommodation with the Soviet 
Union. 

He said Washington .would 
regard an attack on Amsterdam 
as the same as an attack on 
Chicago and pledged that US 
troops would remain in Europe

Shultz favours secrecy

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
(UPI): Henry Kissinger and 
George Shultz are both men who 
have held the office of Secretary 
of State and who have conducted 
Middle East shuttle diplomacy. 
That’s where the similarity ends. 

Kissinger was a master man- 
ipulator who understood how 
the dozen or so reporters in the 
back ofhis airplane could be used 
as a sounding board or a bulletin 
board who could send unofficial 
but authoritative messages to the 
leaders he was trying to 
influence. 

A dozen news stories from 
reporters on the Kissinger plane 
beginning “a senior US official 
warned today ...” was a device 
that got the attention of his 
negotiating partners. 

If those partners complained 
about the public pressure, Kis- 
singer could always shrug and 
mumble something about the 


propensity of journalists to 
fabricate. But the message got 


through - 

Shultz takes the exact opposite 
view. He considers secrecy to be 
equivalent to seriousness in 
diplomacy. 

As be put it, aboard his air- 
plane, “I think the best thing I

HEBRON, West Bank, 
(Reuter): For Palestinians susp- 
ected of collaborating with the 
Israeliauthoritiesin the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, these 
are anxious days. 

“I’m clean, very clean. I’m not 
guilty,” said hospital adminis- 
trator Ahmed Abu Zeina, pacing 
his office, pulling files from his 
desk, nervously tapping a 
cigarette. “This is veiy, veiy dan- 
gerous." 

Although there is no clear 
evidence against him, colleagues 
have accused Abu Zeina of being 
a collaborator. 

After 12 weeks of an uprising 
in the Israeli-occupied 
territories, m which 79 Palestin- 
ians have died, the atmosphere is 
thick with suspicion. The most 
unfounded rumours can have 
dire consequences. 


Anxious days for suspected Israeli collaborators 


The self-declared unified 
national leadership of the upris- 
ing, backed by the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO), 
has praised the lynching of an 
alleged collaborator in the West 
Bank village of Khabatiyeh last 
week. 

Shot 

Mohammed A1 Ayad drew an 
Israeli-licensed gun, shot dead a 
four-year-old boy and wounded 
13 people when an angry crowd 
surrounded his house. Villagers 
lynched Ayad and hanged his 
naked, bleeding body from an 
electric pylon. 

Palestinians, as well as an 
Israeli officer, said Ayad had 
been working with Israeli 
intelligence. 

It was the first case since the 
uprising began of an accused 


collaborator being killed, the 
officer said. 

According to Palestinians, 
many known collaborators are 


now recanting publicly. 

After the Khabatiyeh 


incident, four men turned in their 
Israeli-registered weapons at the 
town mosque, residents said.

“It is natural that people who 
labors 


feel free to work as collaborators 
in normal circumstances, in a 
situation like this, begin to feel 
more and more estranged,” said 
Sari Nusseibeh, a Palestinian 
philosophy professor. 

Fear of reprisals has forced 
collaborators to cease their 
activities and has made it dif- 
ficult for Israeli intelligence to 
identify the leading activists, 
Palestinians said. 


“They (the Israelis)arc not fin- 
ding collaborators — that's one 
of their main problems." said 
Nusseibeh. “The Army is shoot- 
ing blind at the whole popula- 
tion, rather than ’selectively. 
They don't have any informs - 
tion.” 

Abu Zeina, an . administrator 
at Hebron's Alia Hospital, for- 
cefully insisted toe allegations 
against him were false. 

“A few months ago, nobody 
could recognise who is dirty and 
who is dean,” he said. “Now, 
everyone who has a quarrel with 
anybody says: This is a spy, he is 
a spy’.” 

Abu Zeina said that some hos- 
pital staff were probably resent- 
ful because he made them work 
harder. 

Down the hall, a hospital 


employee said: “Nobody in the 
hospital wants this man. Clean- 
ers, doctors, nurses, not 
anybody.” 

Doctors intervened on Sunday 
to prevent a group of young 
masked men from attacking Abu 
Zeina, hospital staff said. 

The evidence Abu Zeina's 
accusers gave was flimsy. The 
Israeli civil administration, for 
instance, appointed him instead 
of a dozen more qualified 
applicants, they claimed.

Gan exercise 
really shorten 
your life span?

THERE’S some heartening 
raws for people who hate exer- 
cise. Itmaynotbeveiy good for 
you. fa fact, according to a 
leading American researcher, 
exercise might actually shorten 
your life. 

: This iSj of course, very good 
news indeed to the devotees of 
armchair sport and all those of 
a lazy disposition who have 
been zealously, broadcasting 
recent report of the side-effects 
of excessive exercises. 

It is not, however, such good 
sews to doctors who have spent 
their lives 'lecturing us on the 
benefits of modest exercise. 

. For in one fell swoop, this 
dramatic finding could change 
our attitude towards 'healthy' 
living forever. 

It was while working on a 
complex and highly sophis- 
ticated- series of experiments 
into people’s life spans, at the 
University of Texas, that Dr 
Rogeir McCarter happened 
across a phenomenon he is now 
calling the Rate of Living 
Theory. .. 

Basically, his highly 
provocative initial results 
indicate that eating whatever 
you “want and exercising min - 
imally increases longevity. - 
. It’s a tbeoiy that suggests we 
are all genetically allocated the 
ability to burn up a finite 
predetermined number of 
calories during our life; in other 
words, that our metabolic rates 
are somehow set to eat up only 
so much energy and then 
literally buni out 

Dr McCarter now believes 
the amount of exercise under- 
taken during a lifetime could 
speed up — or delay — the 
process. 

‘If you use those calories 
quickly by having a high 
metabolic rate, such as one has 
while exercising, then it could 
shorten yapr life span,’ he said. 

The 'rate oflivmg’ theory has ■ 




Ageing occurs at a rate linked 
to our personal body clocks but 
how much time we are each 
given — and what mechanism 
controls the span — remains a 
- mystery. . 

Obviously external factors 
such as environment, stress. 
. nutrition and exercise have an 
. effect and experts are now 
beginning to analyse their 
impact on our metabolic rate. 

■ The research being conduc- 
ted in highly sophisticated 
laboratories at the Health 
Science Centre at the Univer- 
sity of Texas should make an 
important contribution to 
. establishing the role of 
metabolic rate on longevity. 

The experiment is aimed at 
examining the lifetime 
behaviour of rats in a carefully 
controlled environment Some 
are allowed to eat at will with- 
out exercising; others which eat 
only 60 per cent of the other 
groups intake are encouraged 

to exercise. 

The preliminary results, 
quite astonishing, show that 
those eating and not exercising 
have an increased lifespan. 

So far the scientific comm un- 
ity in Britain is unconvinced. 
Dr Eric Newsholme, who lec- 
tures in biochemistry at Oxford 
University and specialises in 
the metabolic and biochemical- 
effects of exercise, said: This is 
not a hypothesis — It’s a

cave of a mechanism within the 
human body which could count 
up the calories consumed 
within a lifetime.' 

Similarly, Dr Ronald 
Maughan, of Aberdeen 
University’s Department of 
Environmental and 

Occupational Medicine, is 
sceptical Dr Maughan, who 
concentrates on the physical 
and biological responses to 
exercise, said: 'There is no 
evidence to show any particular 
part of the body does anything 
but benefit from exercise.' 

Admit 

Both men admit they must 
declare an interest. Dr 
Maughan is taking part in an 
experiment which involves him 
running 90 miles a week and 
says he has enjoyed running as 
exercise for 20 years while Dr 
Newsholme, 52, runs six days a 
week and has completed 32 
marathons. 

They stand four square in the 
pro-exercise camp, arguing 
that accumulated scientific 
evidence over the last 20 years 
has demonstrated its beneficial 
effects on health, particularly 


in the prevention of cardiovas- 
cular disease. Heart disease, the 
biggest killer on both sides of 
the Atlantic, claims 180,000 
lives a year in Britain. 

Bui at the same time there is a 
growing consensus that exces- 
sive exercise is detrimental to 
both short-term and, possibly, 
long-term health. The intense 
training schedules of Olympic 
and professional athletes are 
putting the human body under 
unparalleled stress. 

A meeting recently of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science heard 
how male marathon or Olym- 
pic runners were being made 
sterile by the sport and women 
college athletes were suffering 
infertility. TTie effects were 
reversible but only by training 
less hard. 

Over-jogging has been 
associated with hyperthermia, 
which is prolonged raised body 
temperature, causing collapse 
ana even convulsions and 
death. 

A phenomenon called sports 
anaemia has been identified in 
women who train intensively. 


Symptoms include weakness, 
fatigue, iron deficiency and | 
stunned growth in girls. And ( 
there are many more short- 1 
term problems. 1 

Even so, ii appears the 
wicked still cannot be allowed 
to rest. An Italian proverb 
claims: 'Bed is a medicine'. Yet 
prolonged ‘rest* causes 
problems. Calcium is lost, mus- 
cles waste and heart function 
declines. 

According to one American 
report, three weeks of prone 
inactivity results in physical 
decline equal to 30 years of age- 
ing. 

The best answer the experts 
can supply to the exercise 
dilemma is a compromise. 

Although experts like Dr 
Newsholme, who is investigat- 
ing the effects of exercise on 
mood, advocate exercise as 
having an important part to 
play tn people's health and 
sense of well-being, they are far 
from united on the optimum 
level. At least 30 minutes of 
exercise three times a week is an 
oft-quoted rule of thumb. 


Running takes toll on fertility 


MARATHONScan make men 
sterile, scientists reported 
recently. The harder they run, 
the thinner they become and the 
lower their sperm count. 

The brain responds to the 
stress by damping down Lhe 
reproductive system, cutting 
supplies of the male sex hor- 
mone testosterone, the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science was 
told. 

But the good news is that the 
effect is reversible: when the 
runners slow down and put on 
weight, their fertility returns. 

“Infertility has been recor- 
ded in men who are marathon 
or Olympic runners.” Professor 
Rose Frisch of Harvard 
Medical School told the 
association's annual con- 
ference. 

The effects on women are 
similar. Intensive exercise and 
extreme weight loss renders 
i female college athletes infertile, 
said Professor Frisch.

PARIS: A surprising new 
drink is competing with wine to 
become the Frenchman's favo- 
rite drink: mineral water. 

The French, of course, have 
always consumed pure water. 
But in the last 20 years a. fitness 
mania has swept the country, 
and consumption has soared. 
France today boasts more than 
1.200 mineral springs produc- 
ing some 100 brands. 

“Fitness buffs are natural 
clients for drinking mineral wa- 
ter,” says Philippe Gangloff, 
owner of the Parisian health 
spa. Club Nicolo. ‘Today, 
people work out more and tend 
to quench their thirst with a 
bottle of water, not beer.” 

Water has become big busi- 
ness in this country. Last year's 
sales figures topped 3 billion 
liters. Some 551 million liters 
were exported. This makes 
France No. 1 worldwide in 
mineral water production, con- 
sumption, export, and bottled- 
water technology. 

“The French,” says Fran- 


problems. They go on to have 
the average number of babies. . 

Exercise in childhood and at 
college protects women against 
cancer. Professor Frisch added. 
Women who had not been ath- 
letes at college have 2-5 times 
the rate of cancers of the 
reproductive system as those 
who had, and twice the rate of 
breast cancer, she has found. 

In both men and women who 
taken intensive exercise and are 
excessively lean the hypoth- 
alamus, the gland at the base of 
the brain, alters its signal to the 
pituitary gland, which puts out - 
the sex hormones necessary for 
egg maturation in women and 
sperm production in men. 

Pulses from the hypoth- 
alamus become irregular. In 
women, this causes a complete 
shutdown of the reproductive 
system. The effect on men is 
more gradual and less severe: 
only the leanest, longest, and 
fastest runners become sterile. 

Professor David Omuning 
of Alberta University tested the 
effects on men by persuading 20 
sedentary Canadians in their 
twenties to run 25 miles a week. 

“If you drop body fat and 


weight sufficiently, and 
. increase exercise sufficiently, 
you do have some obvious 
reproductive effects. 

“Runners who have a low 
body weight and high mileage 
have a reduction in the number 
of sperm and appear to have 
fertility problems.” 

The reason women lose their 
fertility more easily probably 
dates back to pre- historic times, 
according to Professor Frisch. 
- If a mother had not stored 
enough body fat to sustain her 
baby during pregnancy and 
■ , feed it afterwards, the baby 
* would die. 

A woman's body is about 20 
percent fat by the time she stops 
growing, and she needs it to 
have babies. Pregnancy uses up 
50,000 calories a day, and lacta- 
tion 1,000. 

“If a 5ft Sin woman falls 
below 1081bs, she will not 
ovulate. If she wants to gel fer- 
tile, she'll have to gain weight,” 
said Professor Frisch. 

“If you want to get pregnant, 
you have to stop exercising for 
about six months until your 
weight and relative fatness 
returns to the right range.”

containers. Consumers appear 
to prefer the lighter, disposable 
packaging and are buying more 
units as a result. 

Not until 1968, however, did 
water.companies begin making 
huge financial investments in- 
their water campaigns. Three 
parent groups, Perrier and its 
major competitors, Evian and 
Vittel (which combined, reap a 
total of $635 million a year), 
now control 95 percent of the j 
market. 

Perrier, of course, has trium- 
phed in the United States mar- 
ket with its bulbous green bot- 
tles. i

THE country’s first locally- 
made commercial airplane made 
its maiden flight recently in an 
event hailed by aviation experts 
as "a feat that defied all odds." 

It’s a milestone in the (avia- 
tion) industry," Air Transport 
■ Secretary Victorino Palpal-latoc 
said as the two-seater single- 
engine lightplane took off from 
the runway of the Ninoy Aquino 
International Airport. 

Capt. Panfilo VUJaruel, an 
aviation bug who pilots private 
commercial planes, built the P6- 
million craft in two years out of 
local materials except for its 
American-made, 300 horse- 
power engine. 

Dubbed the “Defiant 300", 
the plane is made of locally-man- 
ufactured plastic. Tan guile and 
Palosapis, and conforms with' 
existing international standards, 
Villaruel said. 

“It’s called ‘Defiant* because it 
defied all odds. It defied the 
Filipinos’ lack of confidence in 
themselves and the quality of 
their work,” Villaruel told repor- 
ters. “We have the talents, the 


pilots who can spin off a lot of 
things in the (aviation) industry, 
but it's ironic they end up doing 
different jobs." 

Supported 

Government and private agen- 
cies supported Villaruel in build- 
ingthe “Defiant” whichis, so far, 


the most sophisticated airplane 
built in the Philippines. 


Filipinos attempted to build 
their own planes in L953, but 
were stalled by lack of support 
from the private sector and the 

government. 

Indonesia and Singapore have 
since led in pi an^manufacturing 
in Southeast Asia. 

Villaruel said a local assembly 
plant can mass-produce the 
“Defiant” with the support of 
the government and private sec- 
tor. 

Shortly after completing the 
construction of the plane, 
Villaruel said he received a mes- 
sage from Dr Stig Lungren, an 
aviation official in Sweden. 

Lungren's congratulatory 
message read: “Happy to hear 
that you have started to crawL 
Now you are ready to stand up 
and walk towards unlimited 
sky.”

‘Investment is changing the face of America’ 


Growing foreign investment in US under review 


NEW YORK, March 5, 
(Reuter): A “tidal wave” of 
foreign investment washing over 
the United States is quickly erod- 
ing the country's economic and 
political power, according to a 
new book called “Buying into 
America.” 

The husband-and-wife auth- 
ors, Susan Tolchin, a professor at 
George Washington University 
in Washington, and Martin Tol- 
cfain. a New York Times repor- 
ted based in the US capital, 
travelled the country and sifted 
through piles of documents to 
find the extent of foreign invest- 
ment in the United States. 

They concluded: “Foreign 
rn vestment is changing the face 
of America, the lives of 
Americans and the nature of our 
political process.” 

The Tolchins say there has 
been little objective talk or ques- 
tioning of foreign investment 
The Reagan administration. 


they say, welcomes it with open 
arms. 

“We are so greedy for foreign 
investment we don't care where it 
comes from, " Susan Tolchin said 
in an interview with Reuters. 
“Our policymakers are only 
looking at the beneficial-side and 
don’t want to look at the 
problems.” 

“Our political and economic 
independence is being slowly 
compromised by all of this,” she 
said. Aside from the drain of 
profits headed abroad, there are 
indirect costs to the country, 
such as the loss of research and 
development units when a 
foreign group takes control of a 
US company. 

“With the drop in the dollar, 
we’re now a bargain,” she said. 
The level of investment has 
grown tenfold in the past decade, 
and “we expect it to grow even 
more than that over the next 10 


years. 


Much of the investment is 
never reported, the Tolchins say 
in their book, since US regula- 
tions are lax. 

They even document the case 
of a Soviet group that nearly 
managed secret takeovers of 
strategically significant Califor- 
nia finance companies several 
years ago. The CIA thwarted 
them at the last minute. 

“We are the most open system 
in the world in terras of welcom- 
ing outride investments,” said 
the author, adding some SO per 
cent of foreign ownership is not 
reported. 

Begun four years ago, the 
book's release could hardly have 
been more timely. The US trade 
deficit has been viewed as one 
possible cause of the October 
stock market crash. 

And politica] debate has been 
charge by. the trade issue — most 
noticeably in the strong 
presidential run of congressman 


Richard Gephardt, a Missouri 
Democrat who has made trade 
restriction a centrepiece of his 
bid for his party’s nomination. 

Not suipriringly, the book has 
caused controversy. The Wall 
Street Journal said the Tolchins 
were "fuelling foreign invest- 
ment fear” with their book. 

Disagreed * 

Business Week magazine dis- 
agreed with some conclusions of 
the book but applauded the Tol- 
chins for adding understanding 
of a problem that is “one of the 
most emotional yet poorly 
understood economic issues fac- 


ing us . 

Officially, the Tolchins found, 
foreign investment in the United 
States is put at about 1.3 trillion 
($1,300 billion). But investors 
from abroad may own $2 trillion 
or more in American assets, said 
Susan Tolchin. 

The United States should 
follow the example of its trading 


partners and look moredosely at 
bow the flow of investment 
capital affects the How of trade. 
But instead, “we tend to look at 
foreign trade and foreign invest- 
ment as separate." 

“We have to talk about what's 
happening — it’s the biggest shift 
in capital in the history of the 
world. And we’re not pajring 
much attention to it. It’s just 
coming to the tip of the Amencan 
consciousness,” she said. 

Politicians have taken a short- 
sighted view of the problem, 
worrying most about bolstering 
local economies, and, 
sometimes, their own political 
careers, she said. 

“Senators have told us that 
they can no longer take an 
independent position on trade 
legislation because of the power 


looking for foreign investors. 

In their book, the Tolchins 


paint a picture of these represen- 
tatives from “main street 


America” being taken for a ride. 

Eagerly 

“Thery’re (politicians) mak- 
ing great compromises” in the 
effort to help constituencies, she 
said. While states and cities 
eagerly compete to offer the best 
incentives such as tax cuts and 
free land to get new plants and 
business, they are giving up 
valuable revenues and strategic 
advantages in the long run. 

The Tolchins call this cut- 


throat competition for foreign 
business dollars “economic 


of foreign investors in their home 
districts,” said Tolchin. “And in 


order to get jobs, mayors and 
governors are circling the globe

The bottom line, she said, is 
that they are coming to America 
not to lend the cities and states a 
helping hand but “to acquire 
vital technology, to beat out the 
competition and to corner US 
markets.”

Venezuela 
to build new 
aluminium plant 


CARACAS, March 5, (Opecna): 
Venezuela wilt increase its 
aluminium output by 180.000 
tonnes a year by 1990 following 
the completion a new smelter in 
the eastern part of the country. 

Work on the construction of 
the plant, which is to cost about 
$670 million, is scheduled to 
begin in July. 

The plant is being set up under 
joint-venture arrangements bet- 
ween Aluminium Del Caroni 
(Alcasa) of Venezuela, Austria 
Metal of Austria and Pechiney of 
France. A formal agreement was 
signed here on Monday by the 
three companies. 

The facility will be operated by 
Alansa, a joint venture between 
the three companies, in which 
Alcasa holds 30 per cent of the 
equity, and Austria Metal and 
Pechiney 40 and 30 per cent res- 
pectively. 

The project is part of a 
programme to expand the Ven- 
ezuelan aluminium industry and. 
consequently, step up non-oil 
revenues. 


Bank of America 
cuts staff in 
Bahrain 


BAHRAIN, March 5, (Reuter): 
Bank of America is cutting the 

staff at its Bahrain off-shore 
branch by six because of chang- 
ing market conditions in the Gulf 
region, an official said today. 

But local manager Zaker 
Mahmoud denied market 
rumours that the San Francisco- 
based bank, which opened its 
Bahrain unit' in 1976 during the 
oil boom, intended to close its 
Bahrain operation by the end of 
the year. 


Active 


“We are committed to the 
region for a long term ... we shall 
remain an active full-fledged 
branch in Bahrain.” Mahmoud 
told Reuters. 

The branch, with a current 
staff of 15, serves all Gulf Arab 
states and North and South 
Yemen. 

The number of off-shore ban- 
king units in Bahrain has drop- 
ped to 65 from 74 at the end of 
1985. 


How the international financial 


structure survived the shock

ONLY now, four and a half 
months since Black Monday, has 
a really clear picture emerged of 
what exactly went wrong on the 
world's stock exchanges last 
October. It's a strange tale, in 
some respects not as serious as 
everyone thought at first, but in 
other ways even more terrifying. 

To take the first point first. It 
now seems unlikely that the 
world is on the brink.of a major 
Depression, and some of the 
blackest predictions of a 1929 
styles collapse of the financial 
system as a whole now seem 
rather over done. 

Nevertheless, it is undeniable 
that the world came unaccepta- 
bly close to disaster and the pres- 
sing need to discover exactly how 
and why it happened with such 
unexpected violence has led to 
several reports on the exact 
events of last October. 

Panic 

■ -The simple, answer- as to what 
went wrong seems to be ‘panic’. 
With hindsight, every financial 
operator you talk to will tell you 
that prices were way too high, the 
crash was ‘inevitable’ and he, or 
she, had seen it all coming but 
nobody would listen. 

However, this was far from the 
common view in early October. 

True, people felt that prices 
were high, but the summer 
correction seemed to have taken 
care of that and very, very few 
people indeed expected a crash of 
such gigantic proportions. 

So how did it happen? In New 
York, at least, one of the major 
villains was a financial piece of 
sleight of hand known as port- 
folio insurance. 

This system was mainly 
applied to huge blocks of stock- 
holdings of pension funds and 
mutual funds totalling more than 
$60 billion. Using computers, the 
portfolio insurance system 
meant that pension fund man- 


agers would buy or sell futures as 
a way of trying to even out the 
performance of their giant port- 
folios. Thus, if they suspected the 
market would fall, they would 
sell stock and use the money to 
buy futures on the market as a 
whole. 


There was a major problem 
with the system, however, in that 
it exaggerated any market fall, so 
if the market dropped by ten per 
cent, then the computers would 
suggest that the pension funds 
sold 20 per cent of their stocks. 

Naturally, these huge sales 
would force the market to drop 
even further, triggering more 
sales and so on. This led to 
another unsuspected problem of 
disastrous proportions. 

If huge amounts of stocks were 
being dumped onto the market, 
there simply wouldn't be anyone 
to buy them, therefore the price 
would more or less go into free 
fall.

Before the market opened on 
Monday morning the funds were 
anxious to sell approximately 
$12 billion worth of stock. The 
effect on the market was rather 
like that of a huge tidal wave 
hanging over a beach ... 
everybody panicked and tried to 
escape. 


Fiasco 


Curiously, this enormous sell- 
ing wave was not the most dan- 
gerous part of the entire fiasco, 
although it came perilously close 
to forcing the New York Stock 
Exchange to dose down. 

Far worse was the effect of the 
volatile rallies on T uesday morn- 
ing when prices swooped up and 
down, often by seventy or eighty 
per cent in as many minutes. 

This was partly due to the fact 
that some traders thought that 


the lower prices after Monday's 
crash presented excellent bar- 
gains, so they started buying. 
Others felt that things were only 
going to get worse and so kept on 
selling. 

The resulting gyrations drove 
the market makers to the brink of 
collapse. 

Agony 

Another aspect of themarket’s 
agony was the fact that the 
futures markets were all predict- 
ing lower prices for the future. 
Nobody wants to buy at 100 
when the futures markets say the 
price will only be 75 in three mon- 
ths time. Thus, the futures 
market dragged the stock 
exchange down with it, each 
fuelling the other's pessimism in 
a self-fulfilling prophecy of 
doom. 

As things got worse, many 
shares could no longer be traded 
for the simple reason that there 
were no buyers at all.

price until someone is tempted to 
buy. In the crash, several com- 
panies found that there was no 
level at which the buyers were 
tempted at all, so they stopped 
trading. 

Temporarily, at least, those 
shares were to all intents and 
purposes, worthless. 

Investors 

What now? Having come so 
close to the abyss, the majority of 
investors are naturally nervous 
of exposing themselves to it 
again. 

Although prices have 
recovered somewhat from the 
deaths, volume is still light as the 
majority of investors prefer to 
stay out of the markets. The 
question now is whether the 
slock exchanges of the world can 
be relied upon to take the neces- 
sary steps to prevent the October 
debacle from happening again, 
or if government legislation is 
required to force them to do so. 


Belgium appeals for 
end to Generate battle 


BRUSSELS, March 5. (Reuter): 
Belgium's caretaker government 
has urged Italian tycoon Carlo de 
Benedetti and his rivals to end a 
fierce battle for control of Bel- 
gium's biggest company and 
negotiate a strategy for its future. 

In a letter to protagonists in 
the six-week struggle for Soriete 
Generale de Belgique, Economic 
Affairs Minister Philippe Mays- 
tadt said the government would 
take action to protect the coun- 
try's strategic interests. 

Financial sources said today 
that the appeal is the govern- 
ment’s first intervention in the 
fight for Societe Generale, which 
dominates the energy sector and 
other key areas of the economy 
such as the supply of sensitive 
commodities like cobalt used in 
defence materials.

Bonn to reschedule Nigerian debt 


LAGOS, March 5, (Opecna): 
West Germany has agreed to res- 
chedule the official and private 
debt owed by Nigeria, according 
to Abba Zoru. Nigeria's ambas- 
sador to Bonn. 

He told Nigerian journalists 
who have just concluded a tour 
of West Germany that an 
agreement was expected to be 
signed during the official visit of 
President Rich von Weizacker to 
Nigeria starting this weekend. 

The ambassador said details 
were being worked out by 
officials of the Nigerian rm'nistry 
of finance and the final 


agreement would be a dimax of 
talks between West German 
officials and Nigerian Finance 
Minister Dr Chu Okongwu. 

Meanwlfle, Nigeria has 
approved a new external borrow- 
ing policy which will check 
“indiscriminate borrowing” 
from abroad, according to Chief 
of General Staff Vice-Admiral 
Augustus Aikhomu. 

He told a seminar on “man- 
agement of Nigeria’s external 
debt" that the policy would dis- 
courage borrowing from the 
capital market and favour borr- 
owing from multilateral sources. 


America defends Mexican debt plan 


WASHINGTON, March 5, 
(Reuter): US Treasury James 
Baker yesterday defended Mex- 
ico's idea of an auction to reduce 
its; $ 1 05-billion foreign debt and 
criticised a leading business- 
man's plan for a sweeping solu- 
tion to the debt crisis. 

“Anybody can solve theXhird 
World debt problem if they're 
willing to put it on the taxpayer. 
If we had the money, a Marshall 
plan to solve the Third World 
debt problem would be a great 
idea, but we don’t have the 
money” Baker told the Senate 
Budget Committee. 

The chairman of American 
Express Co, James Robinson, 
proposed on Monday creation of 
an international agency that 
would buy, at a discount, the 
hundreds of billions of dollars of 
loans that banks have made to 
developing countries. 


Baker, by contrast, firmly 
believes creditors and debtors 
must tackle the debt problem 
themselves and not turn i t over to 
governments. 

“We don't think that basrauch 
merit." Baker said of Robinson’s 
idea. “It puts the solution 
squarely on the backs of tax- 
payers in the creditor countries. 
They would have to fund the 
facility in the initial instance.” 
Baker said there was no alter- 
native to the established US 
strategy of helping countries to 

g row out from under their debt 
y offering new money to those 
that are wilting to undertake 
market-oriented economic 
reforms. 

“The idea that somehow 
there's some big magic bullet 
global solution out there to the 
debt problem is a distinct 
mirage,” he said. 


A “menu of options” has 
evolved which allows banks to 
pick the form of financing that 
best suits them, ranging from 
traditional loans to debt-for- 
equity swaps, and Baker said 
Mexico's debt auction was suc- 
cessful enough to be included as 
an extra dish on the menu. 

In the auction, Mexico invited 
banks to tender their existing 
loans at a discount in return for 
higher-yielding new bonds 
secured by US government 
securities that Mexico would buy 
with its foreign-exchange 
reserves. 

Mexico hoped banks would 
offer to swap as much as $20 
billion in loans for as little as 50 
cents on the dollar. 

But the Finance Ministry 
announced on Thursday it haa 
received only $6.7 billion in bids 
and had accepted only 3.67 


billion of them at an average dis- 
count of 30 per cent. 

As a result, once Mexico has 
issued the new bonds, the 
nation's debt will be pared by 
only SI. I billion. 

Baker, who had encouraged 
the auction because of its volun- 
tary. market-oriented nature, 
disagreed that the results were 
disappointing. He said the swap 
had never been intended as a 
cure-all for the debt crisis. 

“I, for one. would not be so 
quick to condemn it as a failure. I 
think at the very least it will serve 
as an additional menu item that 
we can utilise in the future.” he 
said. 

Venezuela and Chile are 
already exploring similar tran- 
sactions. while Brazil, the Third 
World's largest debtor owing 
5113 billion, has also expressed 
interest, bankers say. 


Recession fears persist despite signs of strength 


NEW YORK, March 5, (AP): 
Through the long winter that 
followed the stock market crash 
in October,, the US economy has 
behaved almost as if the collapse 
never happened. 

•From Wall Street's point of 
view., just about all the surprises 
in the economic news lately have 
been on the stronger- ihan-expec- 
tedside. • 

The latest case in point was 
yesterday's news from the 
Labour Department that the 
civilian, unemployment rate fell a 
tenth of a percentage point in 
February to an 8 1-2 year low of 
5.7 per cent. 

Analysts who had been look- 
ing ■ for nonfarm payroll 


employment to increase by 
maybe 150,000 or 200,000 were 
confronted instead with an 
increase of 531, 000. 

Sales 

One of the few notable soft 
spots in the business world has 
been retail sales. However, econ- 
omists note that consumer spen- 
ding had started to flatten out 
several months before stocks 
nose-dived. 

And even in this sector of the 
economy there have been some 
signs of unexpected strength, 
such as the report on Thursday of 
a 24 percent increase in domestic 
car sales in late February. 

Stock traders have taken due 
note of all this, bidding prices up 


to a post-crash high as recently as 
last Monday. 

But at the same lime, the news 
hasn't totally quelled recession 
fears on Wall Street. To some 
observers, the threat of a busi- 
ness slump still lurks in the 
future. 

And the fact that its outlines 
are hard to discern only makes it 
more worrisome, since there is no 
ready way to try to gauge its 
prospective depth and duration. 

The latest data on the 
employment situation met with a 
chilly reception in the bond 
market, prompting traders to 
conclude that the chances of any 
further easing in the Federal 
Reserve's credit policy have been 


greatly diminished. 

At the same time, the statistics 
suggested that the Fed had good 
reason for shying away in recent 
weeks from lowering its discount 
rate. 

Agreement 

James Baker. Secretary of the 
Treasury, said the employment 
data effectively validated the 
course the Fed has been steering, 
and added that he was in “fun- 
damental agreement” with the 
Central Bank's current policy. 

The lingering worrv is that 
economic activity will get so 
strong that the Fed will feel con- 
strained to tighten credit in order 
to forestall a revival of inflation- 


ary pressures. 


Hungarian 
economist urges 
rethink on 
stock markets 


BUDAPEST. March 5, 
t Reuter): A leading architect of 
Hungary’s economic reforms 
said yesterday his country should 
rethink traditional communist 
opposition to . stock markets, 
adding that Karl Marx never 
intended people to be poor. 

Hungary has been a pace-set- 
ter among East European 
nations in introducing market- 
oriented economic reforms. 

Jozsef Bognar. director of the 
Hungarian Academy of Scien- 
ce's Institute for World Econ- 
omics. said it should now risk 
having a slock exchange for the 
sake of economic progress. 

“1 think both Hungary and the 
rest of the socialist community 
should reverse some of their 
preconceptions.” Bognar told 
Eastern Europe's first con- 
ference on financial markets.

The survey said 
overall growth of the Singapore economy reached 8J1 per cent last 
year; against 1.8 per emit in 1986. Total exports of goods and 
services increased by II per cent, mainly electrical and electronic 
products, data processing machines, television and radio sets as 
well as telecommunication equipment It said total investment 
commitments in Singapore last year grew by 21 per cent over 
1986, heavOy concentrated in the electronic industry. There were 
also substantial investments in supporting industries like plastic 
mouldings, precision tools and dyes and fabricated metal 
products, it added. For the second consecutive year, Japan 
emerged as Singapore's largest foreign investor country in 1987, 
accounting, for 34 per cent of total foreign commitments, an 
Increase of 32 per cent Itwas followed by the United States with 
31 per cent of tire total, up 23 percent. The survey said the level of 
investments from Europe also g rew sharply by 31 per cent, mainly 
for the manufacture of electronic components, computers and 
office equipment 

Broad-based economic expansion in Singapore also generated 
a net increase of 66,000 jobs in 1987, compared with 11,000 in 
1986, the survey said. ,

Economy looks set to surge ahead 

Australia plans commercial rocket base 


SYDNEY, March 5, (Reuter): 
Experts are studying the pos- 
sibility of building the world’s- 
first commercial space rocket 
base in Australia. 

Promoters of the “spaceport”, 
planned for a vast wasteland on 
the northern Cape York penin- 
sula. say the first satellite launch- 
ing pad in the South Pacificcould 
underpin Australian economic 
prosperity in the 21st century. 

“This spaceport presents Aus- 
tralia with a similar opportunity 
to that provided by sheep 200 
years ago — it uses the country’s 
natural advantages to the full,” 
said Peter David, marketing 
coordinator for the Cape York 
project. 

Goals 

The base would initiall y use 
multiple launch pads to send up 
satellites on expendable rockets. 
Bui in the long term the 
spaceport is seen as the Pacific 
“terminus" for a new generation 
of reusable spacecraft — and for 
space travellers. 

The reusable spacecraft could 
fly passengers from Australia to 
Europe in three hours. 

"These are long-term goals, 
there wi U be no short-term profit. 
Australia seems in the mood to 


take this kind oflong-term think- 
ing seriously,” said John Sim- 
mons, chairman of the National 
Committee on Space Engineer- 
ing. 

Agency officials think there is 
a vacuum in the commercial 
launch business which Cape 
York is ideally suited to fill. 

The 1986 Challenger disaster 
forced a reappraisal of the space 
shuttle and rekindled interest in 
expendable commercial launch 
vehicles in the United States. 

When Nasa subsequently 
withdrew from the business, 
several countries active in the 
industry were left looking for 
another base for their opera- 
tions. 

The Queensland state govern- 
ment has recently chosen a Bris- 
bane-based company. Cape 
York Space Agency (Cysa), to 
undertake an 18-month 
feasibility study on the 
spaceport. 

If the study shows the project 
to be economically viable, 
agency co-director Bill Head said 
it would be another two or three 
years before the company could 
launch its first rocket, after spen- 
ding 1.4 billion Australian 
dollars (SI billion). 


The advantages offered by the 
peninsula are proximity to the 
equator, excellent weather, good 
airand sea links, and low popula- 
tion on the flight paths. The 
agency said the advantages 
offered to the Australian econ- 
omy are even bigger. 

Technology 

Jobs from construction of the 
spaceport, transfer of tech- 
nology from the satellite business 
to Australian firms, establish- ■ 
ment of service industries and the 
regeneration of Northern 
Queensland are just some of 
them. 

“The Commercial space busi- 
ness in Australia could have the 
same effect as the semi-conduc- 
tor industry in California over 
the last 20 years,” David said, 
referring to the massive shot in 
the arm to the local economy 
provided by California’s Silicon 
Valley development. 

The site is 12 degrees south of 
the equator and equatorial orbits 
are most commonly used for 
satellites. The earth's equatorial 
bulge means gravity is less and 
satellites can get into orbit more 
easily. 

The less fuel is needed to posi- 
tion a satellite, the larger a rock- 


et's payload can be. 

"Fuel is the important 
element, not just in the rocket but 
in the satellite itself. If the 
satellite can cany more fuel and 
thus slay in orbit for two more 
years, it’s worth millions of 
dollars,” said engineer Simmons. 

The base’s remote location 
means the noise and danger of 
falling debris will inconvenience 
few although the agency is at 
pains to stress the importance of 
environmental protection. 

“Only 47 people live in the 
spaceport area — there are 
thousands more crocodiles,” 
Simmons said. 

The project still faces major 
problems. The first and most 
obvious is whether the spaceport 
can be operated on a commercial 
basis. Jim MizzelL, a former Nasa 
engjneerwho threw in hislot with 
the agency, has no doubts. 

‘■‘Space companies today have 
a backlog of between $2 billion 
and 5 billion of work at ail 
times," he says. 

Head is less upbeat. “It is 
unlikely we will be able to launch 
enough rockets to make it viable. 
Spin-offs are the key as we are 
competing with nationally-sub- 
sidised operations.”

Liverpool edge QPR to home in on Leeds’ record

LONDON, March 5, (Reuter): 
Liverpool, whose only challenge 
to their supremacy has come 
from the ghosts of champions 
past, moved within one game of 
Leeds United’s 14-year-old 
English First Division record 
today. 

A 1-0 victory at Queen’s Park 
Rangere, John Barnes scoring 
after 36 minutes, took Liver- 
pool's unbeaten League run 
since the opening Saturday last 
August to 28 games, one short of 
Leeds' unsurpassed start to the 
1973-74 season. 

With a I7rpoint lead over 
second-placed Manchester 
United, plus the added cushion 
of two games in hand, Liverpool 
can be expected to complete their 
10th championship triumph in 
1 6 years some time before the end 
of the campaign on May 7. 

United fell 1-0 at Norwich, 
Robert Fleck scoring the only 
goal in the 76th minute, and 
third-placed Nottingham Forest 
remained a distant 20 points in 
arrears after a single goal victory 
at Sheffield Wednesday, cour- 
tesy of England midfielder Neil 
Webb. 

While such dominance may be 
bad for the game as a whole, it at 
least encourages the romantic 
notion that Liverpool could go 
through the entire league season 
undefeated. 


Having, amassed 72 points 
from 28 games, Liverpool are 
quoted at 5-2 by London book- 
makers to survive the remaining 
12 matches with their unbeaten 
run intact — a possibility which 
can even bring a smile of pleasure 
to the face of player-manager 
Kenny Dalglish. 

“The novelty of winning never 
wears off with us,” he said- “No- 
one has been blase about winning 
since I joined the club and I doubt 
if anyone ever was before then.” 

Liverpool have a well-publi- 
cised distrust of Queen's Park 
Rangers' artificial pitch and it 
took them 30 minutes to adjust to 
the high bounce provided by the 
plastic surface. 

But their command became 
increasingly apparent and they 
moved in front when England 
colleagues Peter Beardsley and 
Barnes combined to typically
